Stretching acrogs the swift Car- 
4} quinez Straits on the northern arm 
of San Francisco bay, between 
Wallejo and Crockett, nearly a 
[on long, this gigantic span rests 
on eight concrete piers, the four 
center supports extending through 
1100 feet of water and 40 feet of 
}mud to a firm foundation on sand- 
stone rock. 

These giant caissons contain 
80,000 tons of concrete and er 
been more than two years 
building. Each is 40 feet square a 
low the surface of the water. 

To get a mental picture of the 
hugeness of thése piers, imagine 
eight 12-story buildings, submer- 
ged to sustain a structure tower- 
ing to the height of a 22-story 
building nearly a mile long, flung 
across the turbulent Carquinez 
Straits. 


Good Foundation 

To ensure that the foundation 
for these huge piles of solid, con- 
crete was a permanent base and 
not a floating rock, sharp steel 
drills bit their way to a depth 
of more than 200 feet into the 
standstgne rock bed below the bot- 
tom of the Straits floor. 

The roadway stretching from 
shore to shore to accommodate 
the heavy motor traffic at this 
point will be of reinforced. con- 
crete, seven inches thick, and wide 
enough for the easy passage of. 
three large trucks abreast. 
Sidewalks will border the road

(Continued from Page 1.3 
on either side. The first concrete | 
for this mile-long slab of roadway j 
will be poured this week. 

Work Nearing Completion 

Anchor and cantilever arms on 
the north and south banks, as 
well as a central tower with its 
cantilever arms, are practically | 
complete, and about 40 percent 
of the work has had its final coat 
of paint. 

Between the two cantilever ere 
on each side of the central tower | 
is to be swung a suspension span, 
nearly a quarter-mile long —a 
mammoth bridge in itself. One of 
these spans, built on an faa 


wharf, is already complete and 
the second is about. 95 percent 
complete. 

One of the most dedicate en- 
zineering feats in history igs en- 
tailed in raising these huge spans 
to their supporting arms. Depen- 
dent on ideal weather conditions, | 
every precaution is being taken | 
to ensure success. A sub-station of 
the U. S. Weather Bureau has 
already been built and equipped 
on the shore to give accurate 
weather information when these 
operationg are undertaken. 

Spans to be Placed 

The first of the two suspension 
spans is slated to be swung into 
place on February 20, but if wea- 
th conditions are unfavorable it 
will’ be delayed until a more au-] 
spicious time. 

The first step in this operation 
is to remove the wharf from under 
the suspension span, excepting the 
two ends. Two heavy steel] barges 
ure then moved under the span 
at low tide, and as the tide riseg 
he barges will engage the bottom 
of the steel work and thus lift it 
off its end supports. 

The barges will then be towed 
to midstream and anchored so 
that the span is directly under its 
final location in the bridge. 

Raising of the span is accom- 
plished by passing heavy steel 
cables, two and a half inches in 
diameter over four steel wheels 
or sheaves fastened to the ends 
of the suspension arms already in 
place. One end of each of these} 
cables passes over the top sheave | 
and engages the end of the span 
to be raised. The other end. of the 
cable passes over the lower sheave 
and is made fast to a heavy coun- 
terweight box. There are four 
such boxes, filled with sand, and 
the combined weight of the filled 
boxes is slightly greater than the 
total weight of the span to be 
raised. 

Before raising, the boxes are 
fastened to the ends of the canti- 
lever arms on the’ bridge by 
means of secondary tackle. When 
ill is ready, the secondary tackle 
is slashed off and the boxes moved 
downward. Being of greater 
weight than the span, they supply 
the power for moving the span; 
upward. When'the span is finally 
in position, heavy steel pins about 
12 inches in diameter are driven 
through the hangers into the ends 
of the suspended span. The :

steel work between the end of 
the cantilever arm and the end of 
the suspended span is filled in, 
and one main span of the bridge 
is complete 

If weather conditions are favor- 
able this entire operation ¢drom the 
time the span is on the barges 
and leaves the wharf until it is 
raised into position is less than 
two hours. 

World Is Watching 

Many difficulties have been en- 
countered and surmounted in 
building this colossal structure, 
and many unforeseen obstacles 
may yet arise. The entire engi- 
neering world is eagerly watching 
progress because of the many 
building problems solved during 
construction. :

A huge skyscraper of 100 
stories could be built with the 
14,000 tons of steel in Carquinez 
bridge, which is larger than the 
Bast River bridge, the Philadel- 
phia-Camden ‘bridge or the famed 
Quebec bridge.
